Exhibition Match 

Marvin Gameroff and Bryce 
Weir debated at London, En- 
gland last night. 

The McGill debaters took oppo- 
site sides in the debate and were 
partnered by a Crawford Mathe- 
matics professor and s Daythor 
British Guiana historian. 

The debate topic was once 
again, "Resolved that the Com- 
monwealth is a thing of great 
potential but paltry achiev- 
ement." 

As the debate was only an 
exhibition, there was no de- 
cision. On Thursday, they tackle 
debaters from the University of 
Cambridge. A large McGill con- 
tingent was present at the de- 
bate, including Tim Porteous* Ja- 
mes Donville, Ronald Fagln, and 
Douglas Robertson. 

Gameroff and Weir have taken 
part in eight debates thus far, 
and have won all In which deci- 
sions were taken. 

Today they will meet George 
Drew, the Canadian High Com- 
missioner to England. They 
expect to meet with Prime Min- 
lsler Diefcnbaker on Friday.

In School Work 

Girls ''attain a higher standard 
of scholastic achievement than 
do boys, but fewer go to univer- 
sity. 

So stated Mrs. Russell H. Ir- 
vine, president of the Federation 
of Women Teachers Associations 
of Ontario. She stressed the im- 
portancc of encouraging girls to 
continue their studies in order 
that they might attain positions 
as-lcaders in the professions. She 
also pointed out . that more girls 
matriculate 1 with first-class hon- 
ours than do boys, but far fewer 
enter university. . - '. 

She encouraged better guid- 
ance and a more extensive stu- 
dent aid program in order to 
make higher education as access- 
y-iblo to our youth as secondary 
education is now.

Students 
Killed In 
Disaster 

The National Union of Stu. 
dents has reported that 25 stu- 
dents on board a Soviet T.U. 
104 airliner were killed when 
the plane crashed in Russia on 
October 7. The students were 
returning from a world student 
conference in Peiping. 

The 65 victims included the 
treasurer and one vice-president 
of the National Students Orga: 
nizations from 12 different coun- 
tries. The student leaders had 
been touring China and North 
Korea after the congress. 

Others killed included the en- 
tire Moroccan delegation and of- 
ficial from East Germany, Iraq, 
Laos, Madigascar, Roumania, and 
the Soviet Union, as well as some 
Cypriot and Ceylonese students 
studying in Britain.

Resignations Of 
Editors Rejected 

The resignations of the three editors fired from the 
University of Ottawa's student newspaper La Rotonde have 
been rejected. 



The editors, Louis Cliche, Pier- 
r« Trudel and Roger Roy tender- 
ed a letter of resignation after 
university authorities barred 
them from active participation in 
the paper last week. The Stu. 
dents' Federation of the Univer- 
sity of Ottawa turned down the 
resignation by a vote of 16 and 
one abstention at a council meet- 
ing held to decide the issue. 

The Federation decided that 
the students had the right to 
serve out their term on the 
editorial board. They also felt 
that the dismissed of the editors 
would lessen the power of the 
Students' Federation. 

The editors were fired because 
of the opening issue of La Roton- 
de which appeared three weeks 
ago. The issue contained a full 
report on La Rotonde written by 
Normand Lâchante, one of the 
editors who was fired last sum- 
mer. 

In the report, Lacharité ex- 
plained the issue published by 
Jean David and himself last 
spring. It was this issue 'which 
had caused their dismissal. 

A public notice distributed on 
the campus October 23 announ- 



ced that the editors had been 
removed from their post. It was 
signed by Rev. Leonard Duchar- 
me, Dean of Students at the 
University. 

Commenting on the issue, the 
notice said that the editors "ma- 
de no distinction between editor- 
ial comment and news," and "had 
not been limited to fact while 
speaking of student activities." 

It went, on to say that the 
action was taken "to ensure the 
maintenance of good relations 
between the student body and the 
University. 

The Students' Council will seek 
to hold' a meeting with the uni- 
versity authorities in order to 
discuss the situation and attempt 
to reinstate the three editorial 
board members pending a deci- 
sion of university authorities.

Civil Service Searching 
For University Students 



OTTAWA. — The Civil 
Sercice Commission has announ- 
ced that the federal government 
is seeking 600 university grad- 
uates for continuing employment 
and 1200 undergraduates and 
post graduates students for sum- 
mer work. v 

At the graduate level, students 
are required from virtually all 
faculties hut mainly from arts 
and commerce, engineering and 
agricultural science. Among these 
are approximately 123 engineers, 
over 100 agricultural scientists 
and about 200 arts and commerce 
graduates for ' assignment to 
various classes. 

There is also a need for a 
considerable number of young 
people with a background, in 
mathematics and ; physics for 
training in meteorology. 

The recruiting program for 
the administrative - classes, such 
as foreign service officers and 
junior administrative officers, 
and for 'civil, electrical and 
mechanical . engineers is now 
under way. Other classes, and 
summer staff, will be recruited 
later. 

As the first step in its program 
the Commission is sending senior 
officers to the universities to 
describe the needs and acquaint 
the students with conditions of 
government employment. 



The starting salaries for grad- 
uates vary from class to class 
depending on thé academic spe- 
cialization required. For the most 
part, graduates in arts and com- 
merce will be offered about $350 
a month, engineers about $400. 
Some students with .post graduate 
training in the sciences will get 
up to $500 a month. 

The under-graduates hired for 
summer -work will receive from 



$245 to $305 a month depending 
on the amount of university train- 
ing they have had and related 
experience. Some -students seek- 
ing post-graduate degrees will 
get more than that. 

Among 1200 to be employed 
next summer will be approxim- 
ately 300 under-graduates in en- 
gineering, 130 in geology, 250 la 
agriculture and 110 in forestry. 
Many of them will be engaged on 
field work and survey parties.

VATICAN CITY, Oct. 28 — Angelo Cardinal Ron- 
calli has been elected Pope. He becomes the 262 nd ruler 
of the Roman Catholic Church and its 500,000,000 
followers. He Is now 76 years old. 

The new Pontiff selected the-name of John XXIII. 
He succeeds Pope Pius XII who died 17 days ago after 
a reign of 19 years and 7 months. 

The Pope tonight ordered that the conclave in 
which he had been elected should remain closed, so 
that he could spend another night with the cardinals 
before withdrawing tomorrow to the solitude of tha 
papal apartment at the top of the Vatican palace. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 28 — Prime Minister John 
Diefcnbaker tonight called for a new attack on world 
poverty to bring new hope and inspiration to thoso 
facing destitution. 
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An Anniversary Issue 

The Christian Science Monitor, an outstanding inter- 
national newspaper, recently celebrated its fiftieth an- 
niversary. To commemorate the occasion, they published 
an anniversary issue which reviews the world situation 
from many points of view. The folloioing is the editorial 
which appeared, in this special issue: 

Fundamentally related to all the great issues dealt 
with in our anniversary edition is the question of peace. 

Deep, strong, and remarkably united are humanity's 
aspirations for peace. But its thinking about peace leaves 
much to be desired. And since thought precedes and pro- 
duces action, we should be giving more attention to clear, 
constructive, and peaceable thinking. 

First of all, what kind of peace do we seek? An absence 
. of human strife? Yes. But is that enough? The Hungarians 
didn't think so. In the end few men who have even tasted 
freedom will settle for the "peace" of a dungeon. The goal 
is peace with freedom, justice, and opportunity. 

Plainly there are some prices we cannot pay for peace. 
But there are prices we cun and should pay. Ignorance, 
prejudice, fear, hate, greed — these are imperative sacri- 
fices. Few of us have yet paid all we can in this coin. 

What instruments shall we use in pursuit of peace? 
We are much concerned these day3 with weapons, military 
and material weapons. In the present stage of human 
thought they are required for defense. They represent de- 
terrent power. But this must be used in the manner of a 
policeman's power. / 

Let us recognize the limitations of such weapons. They 
do not make either war or peace ; it is the thought directing 
them which does that. Real disarmament begins with aims, 
not arms. Weapons may help to maintain order and check 
tyranny; they cannot create the positive essence of peace 
found in harmony and amity. For. that we must rely on 
spiritual weapons — truth, reason, enlightenment, compas- 
sion, brotherhood. Will not this kind of offense ultimately 
prove the best defense? 

Too much of the world is hoping for peace but expect- 
ing war — thinking, perhaps unconsciously, toward war. 
Positive psace thinking will reject this mesmeric fatalism. 
Peacemakers realize that their work will proceed most 
naturally and effectively where it spreads outward from 
a sound core. " 

Mutual understanding and helpfulness, obedience to 
law, peaceable adjustment of differences must be developed 
first in the family, the school, the industry, the community, 
the nation, and among trustworthy, liberty-loving like- 
minded nations before they will take effect in the wider 
neighborliness required for world peace.' Like charity, this 
peacemaking begins at home and affords the individual 
daily opportunity. If he cares enough about peace, nothing 
will stop him praying for it, thinking toward it, working 
for it. - 

One kind of work for peace is expressed in organiza- 
tions. This can be useful at every level. But it should be 
'more often remembered that organizations provide only 
machinery. The motive power must come from the nations 
and individuals involved. The spirit animating them will 
determine results* 

Indeed, the indispensable ingredient is the indiyiduaj 
imbued with true brotherhood, derived from spiritual un- 
derstanding of God's Fatherhood. In the measure that his 
tribe increases genuine peace will be won.

These ; cond- 
itions would interfere with the 
growth of the plant or animal 
to such an extent that it would 
take a fish 25 years to grow 30' 
inches.

Horton Talks To 
Divinity Students 

Dr. Douglas Horton, Dean of the Harvard Divinity 
School, delivered the first of this year's Birks Lectures in 
Moyse Hall last week. His topic was "The Place of a Fa- 
culty of Divinity on a Modern University Campus." 



The lecture was held on the 
occasion of the tenth annivers- 
ary of the founding of McGlU's 
Faculty of Divinity. Principal 
and Vice-Chancellor , F. Cyril 
James presided. 

''What is the function of a 
university?" asked Dr. Horton. 
If it be to train a championship 
football team, then the purpose 
of the Faculty of Divinity is to 
pray for the team's success. He 
went on more seriously to dis- 
cuss the university's purpose 
froiji the viewpoint of a Faculty 
of Divinity. 

OVERLAPPING AREA 

The Faculty of Divinity, he 
said, is an area where the uni- 
versity and church overlap, 
which does not happen in the 
case of a Department of Religion. 
Dr. Horton noted that In order 
for a student to truly understand 
a religion, it must be taught by 
someone who has not only stu- 
died it objectively, but also who 
has experienced it himself. 

He explained the necessity 
for a "committment" on the part 
of the teacher, who must have 
a continued and intimate know- 
ledge of his subject. The stu- 
dents must hear their teacher 
not merely as a book reviewer, 
but also as a preacher. 

EXTREME OF BELIEF 

Dr. Horton discussed the two 
extremes of popular belief eon. 
corning the compatability of 
church and university. Some feel 
that truth is unattainable, mak- 
ing a Faculty of Divinity impos- 
sible; others say that the Church 
has already found com- 
plete truth, making the Faculty 
equally impossible. Dr. Horton 
himself declared that neither of 
these is what the Church really 
believed, and that the Faculty 
of Divinity is a worthwhile and 
necessary institution. *
